Claims 20 and 37 have been amended without preii;d'cc or di-iclaimcr. Support for the 
am^ndraent can be found in the Appiicatits' specification, for ex;iiiiplc, in i'ig, 5, 

lac Appllcars^ iioto uitb aopredaiion iht ]]x&inh\ev Inter\ie\\ on Augu$i 18. 2011 
between the Exaiiiiner aiid ti^e Applicaiits" representative, Lisa Lint. Aji^endmem oi Claims 20 
and 37 to recite that the "tapered portion of the cavity Is fiUed m&i a portion'' of the flexible 
polymer envelope or biocompatible fabric envelope was discussed. The Hxaminer agreed that 
this amendment overcante the rejections of record over Songer, which requires the cable to flex 
to tninimize stress. 

Claim 37 is rejecied under 35 USC §112, second paragraph as Ixring ifidefmiie, 
Spt'ciTval >, the ioicition Mates that tr.ere is insutncicnl antecedent basis for the "roruon of the 
flexible polymer envelope." Claim 37 has been amended to recite a "biocompatible fabric 
envelope." Withdravml of t!ie rejection is respectMly requested. 

Claims 20, 22, 23, 25-29, 31-34 and 38 are rejected uiKkr 35 USC §103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Jahng in view of Batimgartner and Songer. Claims 30, 35, 36 and 37 are 
rejected under 35 L'SC §103<a) as being unpatentable over Jahng in view of Baumgartner and 
Songer, in flirther vie^v of Mazel, Freudiger, Sherman or and Trieu. 

The .'\pp[icants rc5>pcv.ti*.^..} ^ubi'^ii thai, in iighl cf the anicndnK'nt of Ciaim? "0 and 37, 
that the rejected claims are not ob\'ious in view of the cited combination.s of documents. As 
noted on page 10 of the Ofiiciai Action arid in tlse Examiner Interview, Songer is explicitly 
designed to allow tlie cable to flex In the tapered portion of the ca\'ity in order to mimmize stress. 
The design of Songer expressly teaches against a device wherein the "tapered portion o f the 
ca\it\ is tilled whh. a portion" of the flexible polymer envelope or biocompatible fabric 
em elope. Accordiriglv. the Applicants respcctftilly submit that, sts noted in the Official Action. 
Songer is not applicable k> the rt;ec^\^ c'.a;:r!S as afucnJ-rd, 

The Applicar.ts request reconsideration and witlidi-awai of all of the outstanding 
rejections under §103, each of which relies on Songer. 
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In light of the foregoing, the Applicants respectfully submit that the entire applleafion Is 
now in condition for allowance, which is lespectfltlly requested.
